I have a couple of them. The manual and other information I have is = 


uploaded to BAMA. 


The only "trick" is working on the front end. The two IF sub-chassis = 
unplug for easy access but to get the front end out you need to remove = 
the sliding coil catacomb, unsolder multiple leads from the two tuning = 
capacitors, and then release several bolts to remove the assembly. Once = 
it is out you will need a long curved tip on your soldering iron to = 


reach in and remove several leads necessary to separate the two assembly 
case halves. It is full of wax paper caps so it will need attention and 
plan on spending about 8 hours total for this part. The rest is very = 
simple. 


The only issue is this receiver uses mostly loctal tubes and you will = 
probably find a few socket pins that do not make good contact and will = 
need cleaning. If you find any broken contacts you can replace these = 
with donors from another loctal socket without having to replace or even 
remove the damaged socket. 


The KP-81 works very well once restored. Mine is paired with a Viking = 
500 and gets a lot of usage on AM and CW. 


While you have the front end apart, I would replace every passive = 
component in there so you will hopefully never have to take it apart = 
again. It appears that in building this part of the receiver the = 
connections were all made and soldered before the tube sockets and = 
terminal strips were riveted into place. This allowed them to have very = 
short connections in this part of the receiver but it certainly makes = 
servicing difficult. 


I think you will enjoy your receiver once it is restored.
